THE 1I.OT MACHINE LOOKS. 


While the machines are being put 


to their official test, an agent of the 
Post Office is to be in constant attend- 
ance at each. 
He will explain the 


working of the machine to the public 
and see that uo one tampers with th« 
mail. 
The charge for registering a letter 


is 8 cents in addition to the regular 
letter postage. 
The machine makes 


the same charge, assuming that a sin- 
gle 2-cent- stamp is sufficient for the 
regular postage. Under the law a let- 
ter prepaid by one ^-cent stamp must 
be torwardeci and any exfa postage 
collected at the other end. 


To work the machine, you drop a 


silver United States dime into a spout 
at the upper right hand side. A square 
iron cover flies up automatically and 
reveals a roll of white papar. Oppo- 
site certain lines >ou write the name 
and address of the person to whom 
your letter is to be sent, and your 
ov> n name and address. 
At the right 


hand upper end of the machine is a 
small lever. You press this back and 
the letter slot in front opens and into 
this you drop yenr letter. Then you 
seize the handle -of a big crank at the 
right and fence It back until a bel 
rings. As >ou do this the iron covei 
closes and locks over the writing tab 
let. Now you draw forward the bi; 
lever until a bell rings. 
As you <~ 


this a duplicate of your writing, on 
separate slip of paper, is slipped out of 
the machine at the left hand side anil 
upon this paper is imprinted also th« 
Post Office date marks, the serial num 


The principal of the rack railroad, 


familiar to the mountain-climbing 
public as well as to the engineer, ap- 
plied to an electric traction system on 
canals, is substantially the basis of the 
a>lan which a New York inventor pro- 
poses to follow in displacing the tra- 
ditional canal mule.

He has promised the depart- 
ment a casualty Hat from Manila a* 
soon as it can be made up, and this in 
waited with interest. The Dewey dis- 
patch, received this moving, stated 
that two men had been seHously injured 
on the Monadnock. raising the total list 
of wounded for the navy to the insig- 
nificant number of 11 for the entire war 
in the far east. The dispatch is taken 
by the officials to indicate a continuation 
of the first day's fighting at Manila, or 
else a renewal of the attack, as Dewey'n 
first dispatch stated positively that there 
\\ei-e no casualties in the navy. 


The news of AgonciHo's nght to Mont- 


real was received with interest at the 
war department, but no one in that 
department would venture any comment 
upon it. or speculate as to what action, 
if any, would he taken by this govern* 
mem in the case of the Filipino repre- 
sentative. It is thought, however, that 
but little importance attaches to his 
presence in Canada, much leas so, in 
fact, than to the information bureau 
established there last summer by the 
ex-Spanish minister, Senor Polo y Bar- 
nabe. The situation now is very differ- 
ent from tbe early days of the Spanish 
•war. The distance of Manila from 
'Washington is so great that compara- 
tively little control will be exercised by 
the Washington authorities over the 
actual military and naval moves on the 
checkerboard of .war, and what informa- 
tion Agoncillo might have furnished 
to his friends in the Philippines would 
be of little aid to them. The possibility 
of his engineering any filibustering ex- 
peditions from British territory is re- 
garded as extremely remote. 


The war department has made no 


move toward further reinforcements for 
General 'Otis. It was pointed out that 
two ships will start sobn from San 
Francisco, one is on the way from New 
York, and it is asserted that the depart- 
ment feels no doubt of the ability of 
General Otis to handle the situation 
Without further assistance. It was said, 
bowever, that the shipment of regulars 
to the Philippines will continue with as 
much promptness as possible, in order 
that the volunteers now in the islands 
may be relieved .and sent home.. It may 
be regarded as significant that the 
department 
at 
this 
time 
should 


declare 
its 
intention 
of 
continu- 


ing; to withdraw the volunteers as fast as 
they can be spared from active duty. 


Later in the day, two bulletins were re- 


eel ved from General Otis, the first giving 
casualties by brigades. 


The second bulletin received from 


General Otis contained the list of casual- 
ties in the Manila fight. The general 
•eems to have uoandoned the style of 
report he adopted in the first bulletin, 
and instead of giving a statement of 
casualties by brigades, he appears to 
have summarized all of the killed in the 
second bulletin, in addition to the eight 
mentioned as killed in the first bulletin, 
along with the wounded. The second bul- 
letin contains a list of 46 dead, making 
In addition to the previous bulletin a 
total of 54 killed in the battle of Saturday 
night and Sunday.

The first shot 
from the American sentry was evidently 
a prearranged signal, for they were fol- 
lowed almost immediately by a terrific 
fusilade along- the entire Filipino line 
on the north side of the Pasig river. The 
American outposts returned the fire with 
such vigor that the Filipino fire was 
checked until the arrival of reinforce- 
ments. AM the troops In the vicinity 
were hurried out.and the Filipinos ceased 
firing for half an hour while their rein- 
forcements arrived. 


At 10 o'clock the fighting was resumed, 


the American firing line consisting of 
the Third artillery, the Kansas and Mon- 
tana regiments, the Minn-esotas, the 
South Dakotas. theColorados, the Penn- 
sylvanians, the Nebraskans, the Utah 
battery, the Idahos, the Washlngtons, 
the Callfornlans, the Fourth cavalry, 
North Dakotas, Sixth artillery and the 
Fourteenth infantry. 


The Filipinos concentrated their forces 


at three points, Caloocan. Santa Mesa 
and Galingatan,a.nd maintained an inter- 
mitten fusilade for some hours. 


They brought artillery into action at 


Galingatan at 10.30, but only one gun 
annoyed the American* to any apprecia- 
ble extent.

would not allow me to receive any cable 
messages. There is a censor at Manila 
and the use of codes is forbiddden. I 
was completely In the dark, save for the 
advices I received by mail, and what I 
learned from the newspapers. And the 
Philippines are a long way off, you know, 
so that the mails are almost useless. So 
we have come to Montreal, where we 
will be eneabled to receive the news 
we desire by cable. When I receive It, 
I expect to return to Washington and 
continue my efforts to fulfil my mission 
to the United States. 


"As to the affair of Saturday and Sun- 


day, I do not regard It as ending the 
usefulness of my mission. From the bul- 
letins reeeiv.ed by the officials in Wash- 
ington and from The Associated Press 
dispatches I gather that the fighting be- 
gan suddenly and unexpectedly. 


"It. think that the Filipinos were goad- 


ed Into it by some act of the Americans. 
For months1 they have been doing their 
best to drive the Filipinos into revolt. 
General Otis has sent men to search 
private residences, and the property of 
our people has been turned inside out 
tn the search Instituted by his orders. 
Acts like this have kept the spirit of 
the Filipinos at fever heat and made 
such .Affairs as that of Saturday anil 
Sunday possible." 


"A Washington dispatch states that 


you left that city because you knew 
that there would be fighting at Manila 
on Saturday evening." 


Agoncillo smiled broadly. "Oh, no, 


he answerod. "As I told you, I only 
learned of It after I had left New York 
last evening from a gentleman who got 
on between here and New York. If my 
cable a*rvlce was so good that I could 
team in advance v-hen there was to be 
any developments, I should ht- In Wash- 
ington nor.'. 
I come to Montreal In 


order to receive the news which was 
not allowed to reach mo In Washington. 
When I receive It— I do not know how 
aoon or how long I may have to wait- 
It In my present Intention to return to 
N«w York." 


"Ik> you think the United Stales sen- 


at* will ratify the treaty today?" 


"I cannot say. When I left Wanning- 
ten 1 know that the frltnds of th* treaty 


generally underestimated rather than 
overestimated. I believe most firmly In 
the policy of territo ;tl expan-'cn. I 
don't think that the increase of the 
standing army to 100.000 will give us one 
more Ui;^ \ve need." 


When shown the dispatches from Ma- 


nila, giving an account of the attack on 
the American forces by the insurgents. 
General Wade said: "Welt, that looks 
like business. Of course, there Is noth- 
ing left to do but to fight, and I don't 
think there can be any doubt of the re- 
sult. Of course, it Is greatly to be re- 
gretted that hostilities have been com- 
menced, but it certainly does not seem 
to have been the fault of the Americans. 
I suppose the Filipinos thought from our 
apparent unwillingness to fight that we 
were afraid of them. They probably 
have discovered their error." 


Further than this General Wade was 


unwilling to discuss the matter.

Before Outbreak at Manila. 


Hong Kon*y, Feb. 6.—The following dis- 


patch was received here from Manila 
before the outbreak there occurred: 


Rear Admiral Dewey, in an interview, 


said the Monadnock is guarding: one end 
of the city, the Montery the other, and 
the army protects the rear. He added 
that he had sent word to Aguinaldo that 
If, accidentally, the insurgents entered 
Manila, he would reduce It to mortar and 
stone. 


The insurgents are an armed mob, the 


dispatch adds, incapable of government, 
and are angry with Admiral Dewey for 
seizing vessels flying Filipino flags. 


The admiral, the correspondent says, 


is not favorable to annexation, but be- 
lieves in the gradual withdrawal of the 
United States troops. He also says the 
United States is morally bound to es- 
tablish a stable government in the Phil- 
ippines. 


The Filipino junta, here has Issued a 


statement setting forth that the fighting 
at Manila was only an outpost skirmish 
designed to influence the vote in the 
United States senate today on the peace 
treaty.

It was not without grave scruples and 


self-distrust that General von Caprivi 
listened to the flattering proposals of 
the emperor and' accepted the chancel- 
lorship. 


The trouble which culminated in Cap- 


rivi's resignation commenced in 1891, 
when he negotiated the commercial trea- 
ties which formed Germany, Italy and 
Austria into a commercial union. The 
principal feature of the tariff reform was 
a lowering of the duty on cereals. This 
set the big landowners, the conserva- 
tives, the Agrarian party, in violent op- 
position to Caprivl. 


Bismarck had given the Asraria,ns the 


high duties on grain which Caprivi took j 
off, .and this fact made Bismarc-k thf 
patron saint if not the champion of thr 
Agrarians. The fight nga.ins Caprivi war 
waged hotly from and on every possib'.f 
point. 


This was the prime cause of Caprivi'* 


resignation.

the people of the 
Upper

have felt that they did not retch* the 
iwmfe attention and advantage* as, the 
people of the Lower Peninsula. Be- 
eldea that, they claimed that they were 
further north and subject to different 
climatic laws, and that therefore they 
should not be treated the same as the 
lower Michigan people. 


To settle the dUpute there have been 


negotiations pending for some time to 
make this peninsula into a different 
State, and in order to give it proper 
site, to cut a slice off Wisconsin, thia 
slice to be added to the peninsula. 


Now. to determine Just what the new 
State will be. draw a line from Green 
Bay westward and a little downward 
to the Mississippi river, and then take 
all that lies above it as far as Lake Su- 
perior. and you will have the new State 
or Superior as correctly a* can be 
drawn now. 


PROPOSED SEW KTATE OP 8UPEK1OB. 
Of all the States in the Union, this 
state stands about the best chance of 
making its mark 
It has Lakes Su- 


perior and Michigan on the east, 
on th« south Wisconsin and Lake 
Michigan, and on the west Min- 
nesota, the Mississippi river and a lit- 
tle of Lake Superior. 


Besides this magnificent location, the 
State of Superior starts in with a pop- 
ulation of nearly 1,000,000 people. Be- 
sides this, Superior has an Inexhausti- 
ble mining supply. It contains iron 
and coppei enough to supply the whole 
World, and its building stone is re- 
markable all across the country. Its 
mining facilities make it a Klondike 
in copper. 


The way in which Michigan came to 


have an upper peninsula, and the man- 
ner in which it was divided, is very 
interesting. 
Michigan was the thir- 
teenth State 
admitted to the Un- 


ion, 
and came IE by an 
act of 


Congress 
in 
January, 
1837. 
It 


extended 
further 
south 
than 
it 


now does and westward to the Mis- 
souri river, but owing to some politi- 
cal deal on its admission a part of its 
southern border was cut off and giv- 
en to Ohio. A strip had also been giv- 
en to Indiana a few years before. Aft- 
er Michigan became fully settled as a 
State, the Governor of Michigan made 
great fuss about these slices that had 
been cut off, and so, to quiet him, what 
is now known as the Upper Peninsula 
was granted to him. 
This made a 


State that was separated by a great 
body of water, but notwithstanding 
this obstacle, 
Michigan has always 


ruled both Us upper and lower penin- 
sulas as well. 


The lower Michigan people are said 


to be in favor of losing their upper 
peninsula because they feel that it ia 
no part of them, while the Upper Pe- 
ninsula certainly feels that it should 
be independent.

»Lo ktupped at tub place could always 
get a drink of hard cider, which they 
took out of a tin dipper at 10 cents a 
drink, and the size of the drink was 
something which attracted very little 
attention. Hardly any kind of bever- 
age is more intoxicating than hard 
cider. 


"The blacksmith required no license 
to sell hard cider, and be worked the 
game to the limit. His place became 
very popular, and the farmers came 
from many mile* around in both 
States to get their horses shod at his 
place. Many of them would come 
home Intoxicated, and their wives be- 
gan to protest. They always had to 
have some excuse for having visited 
the State line shop, ana so the black- 
smith, after supplying them with a few 
dipperfuls of hard cider, would take 
the shoes off their beasts and put on 
new ones, whether they needed them 
or not. For this service he would 
charge a good round price, while in 
many instances it was noticed he made 
no charge for the cider. 


"But as is the way of all flesh, this

Value of the E.-jg in SickneM. 


The value of egg albumen as food in 


certain diseased conditions is pointed 
out by Dr. C. E. Boynton. When fe- 
ver is present and appetite is nil, he 
says, when we want an aseptic article 
of diet, the white of an egg, raw, 
serves both as food and medicine. The 
way to give it is to drain off the albu- 
men from an opening about half an 
inch in diameter at the small end of the 
egg, the yolk remaining inside the 
shell; add a little salt to this and di- 
rect the patient to swallow it. Repeat 
every hour or two. In typhoid fever 
this mode of feeding materially helps 
us in carrying out an antiseptic plan 
off treatment. Furthermore, the albu- 
men to a certain extent may antidote 
the toxines of the disease. Patients 
may at first rebel at the idea of eating 
a "raw" egg, but the quickness with 
which it goes «tpwn without the yolk 
proves it to be less disagreeable than 
they supposed, and they are very ready 
to take a second dose.—Pacific Medical 
Journal. 


Railway Material for Japan. 


More railway material for Japan Is 


soon to be purchased. A set of speci- 
fications for material sufficient to build 
about 160 miles of track have recently 
been received by Joseph U. Crawford, 
Philadelphia, Pa., consulting engineer 
for the Japanese Government. These 
include some 16,000 tons of sixty- 
pound steel rails, and about 2,000 toni 
of fish plates, bolts, etc. Thirty loco- 
motives are also included.*

In later years the Eastern supply has 


grown so short that the manufacturers 
have bad to cast about for new for- 
ests. and have turned to the South for 
their supply. Accordingly . last spring 
Allen Asber. of Memphis, received an 
inquiry from an Eastern house want- 
ing from 100,000 to 200.000 pounds of 
the bark. This was last April. 
Mr. 


Asher inserted an advertisement in the 
paper* inquiring where and in what 
quantities the bark could be found in 
Tennessee. 
There were hundreds ol 


responses, and a thriving little in- 
dsttry has been established. Mr. Ash- 
er telia the story of the bark in thia 
manner: 


"After looking into the matter care- 


fully I found that there was any quan- 
tity of this bark to be had in this sec- 
tion. In Mississippi, Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee and Alabama I found, by adver- 
tising, that this bark was very plenti- 
ful, mostly on ridges contiguous to 
rivers, creeks or bodies of water, and I 
immediately correspended with several 
hundred persons who had answered my 
advertisement, telling them I wanted 
the bark in large quantities, and en- 
deavored to secure all this bark I pos- 
sibly could. The mill which wants it 
desired to get from 100,000 to 200,000 
pounds annually. This, of course, Is a 
large quantity of the bark, owing to 
the shape in which it is desired, and 
the fact that, when dry, it is not near- 
ly so heavy as when stripped from the 
tree. 


"If the people would pay particular 


attention to gathering this bark for the 
market, it is so easily gathered, and re- 
quires so little work, that it would be 
quite remunerative, especially as it can 
be gathered from the time the sap 
rises until the fall. It is not necessary 
to cut down or kill the trees. 
It is 


better to not cut them down nor kill 
them. If enough bark is left, the parts 
stripped will be covered thicker and 
better in time. All that the mill re- 
quires is that the outside, or rough 
part, of the bark, be taken off clean to 
the white part of the bark; then, that 
the bark be thoroughly dried, and 
while dryjng 
protected 
from" the 


weather. 


"I don't think the people realize how 


much could be made in this manner 
by men and children engaged In farm- 
ing, and it is really an extra duty aoid 
can be performed when the crops are 
laid by or when the weather is too wet 
to plough or do other field work, or at 
any spare time. 
The frugal Eastern 


people have been gathering it for years 
to supply the increasing demand of 
manufacturers and druggists. 


"We pay 3% cents for the dry bark. 


So far most of our supply has come 
from Northern Alabama, Crittenden 
County, Ark , and along, the line of the 
Illinois Central Railway as far down as 
Grenada, Miss., but we could handle 
many times what we now get, and 
would be glad if greater numbers of 
people would become interested in this 
industry. 
Many might find it more 


profitable than cotton."

"In the backwoods \illages of Ox- 


ford county one sees scarcely any 
other industry but spool making, and 
every person m tbe neighborhood is 
in some way interested m the busi- 
ness. The factories have beea eating 
into the Maine birch fore&ts for years, 
but there still seems to be enough for 
the limber left to feed the machinery 
for many yeai s to come. Hundreds of 
thousands of feet of logs are cut and 
sawed into spool timber annually. 
"Shoe-peg factories are also an im- 


portant branch of business once pe- 
culiar to Maine, although it has of late 
been followed to some extent in other 
eastern states and is spreading to the 
hardwood forests of northern Penn- 
sylvania. 
Maple is used largely in 
the manufacture of shoe pegs, al- 
though white birch is used at some 
factories. Shoe pegs are sold by the 
bushel and are worth all the way from 
75 cents to $1 a bushel, according to 
quality. More than $150.000 was re- 
ceived by Maine shoe-peg factories 
last year for goods. 


"A curious and profitable business 
has grown up in the Maine woods near 
the saw mills In the utilizing of the 
immense quantities of sawdust by com- 
pression. Thousands of tons of this 
waste material are bought for a mere 
nothing, and are pressed into compact 
blocks and bales, and in this form is 
finding a ready market for kindling 
and fuel in eastern cities."
